ceived here from distinguished Cath- 
olic clergy in -New I'o.-k who i::'-v* in- 
tended the funeral of Cardinal Farley 
and who wish to pay last honors 
to 


the memory of the beloved archbishop 
of St. Paul. The funeral arrangements 
therefore are for the time being- held 
in abeyance to await tho convenience 
of the clergy now in -New York. 


The last hour hours of 
Archbishop 


Ireland were marl;ed by 
the 
simple. 


manner of his living and the religious 
fervor and earnestness of his ministry. 
The archbishops 
sister, 
Mother Su- 


perior Seraphine. 
Sister 
Rose, 
Fr. 


Thomas A. "tt'elch, the archbishop's sec- 
retary; Vicar Genera! J. C. Byrne and 
Bishop Joseph Busch of St. Clourt were 
kneeling beside the bed. The prelate's 
sister had been in almost constant at- 
tendance for more than 1'2 hours. 


Shortly hefore 
he 
became 
uncon- 


scious Archbishop Ireland said: 
"Let 


me lie out there -with my people under 
the green sod of Calvary. 
It is my 


wish." 
There had been a thought of 


interment in a crypt in the cuthedral. 
Tentative plans for the funeral 
indi- 


cate the body will lie in state at the 
cathedral on Tuesday and the funeral 
will take place on Wednesday morn- 
ing. 


Ireland'* Life 


Archbishop Ireland was born in Ire- 


land in 1S3S. but was brought to this 
country as a child, first to Burlington, 
Vt., where he was an altar boy. 
He 


soon went with the family westward 
on a prairie schooner, 
reaching 
St. 


Paul in ISriS, when Indians in Colora- 
do stalked ,the streets of the front: ;r 
town. 


Young Ireland and 
Thomas O'Gor- 


man. who was to be bishop of Sioux 
Kalis, attracted the attention of 
the 


missionary, Cretin, first bishop of St. 
Paul, who sent them to France to be 
educated for the 
priesthood 
by 
the 


Mnrisf fathers. Ireland was 
ordained 


at St. Paul, but the Civil war broke 
out and he promptly became chaplain 
of the 5th Minnesota. 


In this post he did notable service 


both as a soldier's pastor and as a very 
material aid in getting ammunition for- 
ward when it was sadly needed. 
He 


was down with fever after less than a 
.year and returned to a pastorate in St 
Paul, then filled with 
border 
turbu- 


lence and 2. riot of drink. 
The young 


priest plunged at once into a temper- 
ance campaign that was 
highly suc- 


cessful. 
T-Iis zeal and energy carried 


him afar and earned the sobriquet of 
"Consecrated Blizzard." 


At one time he conceived the idea of 


consolidating the Catholic and 
paro- 


chial schools and the 
public schools. 


The plan was tried at Faribault and 
Stilhvater, Minn., but friction 
which 


the archbishop could not relieve arose 
and the scheme was dropped. He was 
the founder of the Hill seminary 
on 


the Minnesota side o£ the 
Mississippi 


river. 
To this he gave 
his highly- 


prized private library, one of the most 
comprehensive in the northwest. 
One 


of his early works was the founding 


colony of 1)00 Catholic farmers in 
of 
western Minnesota in 1S7G. 


He became bishop in 1S75 ana arch- 


bishop in ISSii. 
He received support 


from many of Ms admirers 
for 
up- 


pointment as the fourth American car- 
dinal. Celebrating his golden jubilee 
a fev,- years ago, the, priests of 
his 


diocese presented him a purse of M O O - 
000. 
' 
' 


As a 
speaker. 
Archbishop Ireland 


was direct and magnetic, with a sense 
of humor. 


Archbishop Ireland's strong Ameri- 


canism, first put to the test when th 
Civil 
war 
began, 
was 
manifested 


afresh whan the United states entered 
the world conflict. No sooner had con 
Kress formally declared war on 
Ger- 


many, than the archbishop called upon 
people of his faith to remember that 
they were Americans above all other 
ties 'and declared it their duty to help 
in every way. Later when occasion de- 
manded, he advocated 
purchases 
of 


Liberty bonds and contributions to the 
Red Cross and to various relief funds. 


It was in line with his course in an 


earlier controversy, over a project 
to 


have German parishes where German 
was to be ordered as the language to 
be used, and 
which 
he successfully 


combated at Rome. 


"The mass of 
our 
Catholics 
are 


Americans," he argued, "they 
resent 


any attempt to make them Irishmen or 
German or any other kind of forei-n- 
or. The bishops of America are fully 
able to ward off any foreign invasion 
m the church and to maintain It on 
thoroughly American lines." 


As a monument to Archbishop Ire- 


land stands the beautiful cathedral oil 
St Paul on the brow of St. Anthony] 
Hill. 
It overlooks the valley of 
the 


-Mississippi and the thriving city whose 
growth from a rough pioneer trading 
post synchronized with the attainment 
of fame by its founder.

Every citizen of Trowel! should be 


keenly alive to the duty that devolves 
upon this community in taking a patri- 
otic part In pushing the Liberty Loan 
drive which opens all over the nation 
next Saturday. 


In a' speech in XeW York on Tues- 


day evening, Secretary McAdoo of the 
treasury outlined the plan of campaign, 
the amount of the loan required and 
other details. The toial is for $6,000,- 
000,000 and the rate of interest 4»i 
per cent to run for 20 years, maturing 
October 15. 193S, although the govern- 
ment reserves the right to redeem the 
bonds on or after October 15. 1S33. 
The appeal is made alike to the wealthy 
and 
to 
those of moderate 
means, 


to men and women who are earning 
high wages as a result of the war. 
Although 
13,000,000 Americans sub- 


scribed for the last Liberty Loan, only 
22,500 of these, including corporations, 
bought bonds in excess of 510,000. 
It 


is expected that in the present drive 
the number of heavy subscribers will 
be greatly increased. 
The fact that 


•congress is to raise the limit of theso 
bonds to be exempt from taxation, 
will probably result in a considerable 
increase in the number of large sub- 
scriptions as well as in their individ- 
ual amounts. 


To the question as to what argu- 


ments are needed to promote the drive, 
Mr. McAdoo simply answered, "Persli- 
ing and our heroes in.France." That 
is all sufficient,"but if any more were 
''needed, they can be presented with 
unlimited force. 
Money is needed to 


win the war, to vindicate our rights 
and the rights of humanity invaded by 
.Germany and to maintain the vast un- 
dertakings now 
entered 
upon 
and 


•without which we cannot do what we 
have promised, nor make the world 
safe for democracy. 


When this war Is ended as we pur- 


pose, liberty will be extended to sub- 
ject peoples, militarism will no longer 
be supreme in Germany and the Ho- 
henzollerns will be swept into oblivion, 
to have no successors who will hold 
despotic sway over the German people. 


To the United States will redound 


.much of the glory of winning this war 
as without our intervention, Germany 
might have reached 
Paris, 
or 
the 


channel, anfl such victories would have 
enabled her to dictate the terms of 
peace. 
The United States, however, 


has' reversed the situation, has infused 
a new spirit into the allied armies 
and has won victories that have al- 
ready written the doom of Germany 
in letters so plain that It is impossible 
for the camouflage artists of Berlin 
to conceal them from the misguided 
people of the central. powers. 
More- 


over, much of the.money expended is 


. for" great shipyards, docks and ter- 


minals that will remain after the war 
to serve the great merchant marine 
which is being turned out with a de- 
gree of speed formerly considered im- 
possible. 


"Vast amounts have been advanced 


in loans to the 
allied 
nations, 
bill 


these will all be repaid in duo time, 
that given to Russia alone being the 
possible exception. 
That this money 


is absolutely essential to the mainten- 
ance of the war is beyond question, 
and another consideration, one that 
should not be lost sight of is, that if 
Uncle Sam cannot borrow the money 
he asks for, he will simply use his 
power to levy taxes ana then call 
around and take it. 


The investment pays good interest 


and Is absolutely safe. Unfortunately 
there are some sharks abroad in the 
laud who are trying to induce the 
holders of Liberty bonds to part with 
them for other securities. That oper- 
ation is unfair to the holder and lo 
the government, and is little better 
than an outright swindle. 


While our heroes 
in France 
arc 


freely offering their lives for the cause 
of world freedom, the question that 
comes home to all of us is are we 
willing to sustain them by merely of- 
fering the use of our money no: as a 
gift, not as a financial loss but at a 
fair rate of interest with the best 
possible security. 
Should we fail to 


meet the government demand for a 
six billion loan, it would be proof that 
v/e had lost interest in the outcome 
of the war and that so far as WK 
are concerned, we do not care to have 
our money do any of the righting-. 
YCP, money fights! It is necrss:try to 
victcry and the government asks only 
what it needs to carry out the splendid 
program for ending the war which Kis 
been mapped out By President Wilson 
and 
loyally 
endorsed 
by consress. 


Once again does the call come to r.mv- 
^eil, and again we confidently predic', 
Lowell will do her patriotic duty. 


Lowell's quota is about $7,000.000, a 


large sum to h/e sure, but if all join 
in the endeavor, there will be no 
doubt about going "over the top," as 
was done in the past drives. 


M I N I M U M WAGE IS LEGAL 


The supreme court of Massachusetts 


has handed down a very important 
decision sustaining the act of the leg- 
islature 
providing for the minimum 


wage commission, with power to fix 
the lowc.-n limit of wages in certain 
'industries. 


Tho decision is In line with mans 


of the government tendencies of the 
present time to regulate wages and 
rrlcca. somiHhluK which was formerly 
regarded as the; e.'.clu.sivc 
right of 


private partioH.. 
It appears that in 


the luti.-rc.st of the public wi-lfaro. tho 
fitatf must Interfere In certain ctues 
in order to prevent abuses or to de- 


fend the rights of the individual as. 
against organized power. 
Since the 


beginning of the war. there has be?n 
a necessary resort to government con- 
trol of affairs which would be resaraed 
as entirely beyond the jurisdiction of 
the government in times of peace. So 
successful 
has 
government 
control 


been in many of the cases in which it 
is r.pplied, that we may expect here- 
nfter to find it much more freely ex- 
ercised than would be tolerated before 
the war. 


Whether in contruing 
the 
federal 


constitution or the state constitutions, 
the courts are recognizing the ten- 
dency of the times and taking a more 
liberal view of the extent to which 
the government may legally interfere 
in the affairs of the people. 


The supreme court of Massachusetts 


recosni7.es the legality of the minimum 
wage law and this decision will prob- 
ably be used as a precedent to justify 
others of a similar kind but bearing 
upon widely 
different 
matters. 
To 


some it might appear that our consti- 
tution has become a little more elastic 
than it has been; but rather is it 
that the courts arc beginning to con- 
strue it less literally than in the past. 


CAN'T BAN CHILDREN 


In the city of New York an ordi- 


nance is proposed that would impose 
a penalty on the owners of tenement 
property who refuse to rent it to fam- 
ilies having children. It is true that 
children damage such property more 
than would persons of adult age, but 
the owners can insist that they shall 
be compensated for any damage due 
to carelessness or malicious mischief. 
With some people the objection is, 
that the children make too much noise 
and arc a source of trouble. Where 
these objectives are carried to ex- 
tremes, it is necessary that the gov- 
ernment should interfere, so that chil- 
dren shall not be barred from suitable 
homes and that there shall be no dis- 
crimination against the families hav- 
ing a. number of good heal'thy boys 
and girls. 


We are all acquainted with people 


who are disposed to look with con- 
tempt or disgust upon the urchins they 
see playing around the streets of the 
congested districts. 
On these streets 


the children romp and roll, and jump 
and run and shout in play, but all 
this must be expected of children. 
They must be allowed to exist and 
to play somewhere. 
Furthermore, it 


is a patriotic duty to protect them 
and see that they are provided with 
comfortab'Ie and sanitary homes. 


When the draft law was put into 


force and young men were obliged to 
register 
for 
military service, there 


was 
no 
question 
asked as to the 


streets on which they 
lived. 
The 


hoys from Davidson street and Mar- 
ket street and William street were as 
eligible for military 
duty as 
were 


those of the finest residential districts, 
and they will probably make quite as 
good soldiers as the latter. As a rule, 
the boys who are brought up in rough 
environment show a degree of cour- 
age and endurance that 
is 
rarely 


found In those that come from lux- 
urious homes. 


This war has taught us the value 


of children, the necessity of protect- 
ing them and training them up to be 
loyal and patriotic citizens. The child 
of poor parents will have to bear the 
same responsibility and to meet the 
same patriotic obligations as will the 
most independently rich, and where 
numbers are of importance, it is nec- 
essary that there should be no dis- 
crimination. The people are not dis- 
posed to tolerate discrimination against 
families with children; and the pro- 
posed New York law, if constitutional, 
may be widely copied over the country. 


PRIMARY RESULTS 


The primaries, as usual in fall elec- 


tions, brought some unexpected results. 
One of these was the great victory 
won by Richard H. Long of Framing- 
ham, 
in the contest for democratic 


nomination for governor. 
The Long 


forces put up a very vigorous cam- 
paign in practically every part of the 
state and in this they really outdid 
the fine organization in Boston and 
other cities that supported Col. Gaston. 
In Lowell the Long forces practically 
camped here last week, holding rallies 
almost every day. 


It appears that Mr. Long has proved 


himself an effective organizer and a 
great vote getter. If he puts up as good a 
battle for the election in November 
as he has done for the 'nomination, 
he will probably be victorious. It was 
indeed a remarkable feat for a man 
who resides in Framingham to win a 
victory over such a splendid citizen 
and candidate as Col. William A. Gas- 
ton who was backed by the .Boston 
machine.

INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC 


The influenza epidemic is not abat- 


ing throughout the state and if we 
are to judge from 
the 
number of 


deaths at Camp Devens 
and 
else- 


where, it is certainly the most malig- 
nant form of grippe that ever visited 
this country. 


Sixty-sis deaths at the Ayer camp 


within 24 hours show the serious sit- 
uation there. The epidemic has also 
struck some cities very severely and 
the scarcity ot nurses and the inability 
of the hospitals to handle all the 
cases have handicapped the health au- 
thorities in fighting ihe disease. As a 
result a proclamation has been issued 
from the governor's office appealing 
to the public to adopt all possible 
precautionary measures 
against 
the 


disease. It is also requested that the 
fuel restrictions be somewhat relaxed 
so thai the people may not suffer from 
the cold. Nurses are badly netded as 
the number who have gone to tlu 
war zone has left the hospitals short 
landed. 
Locally, it appears, we are 


not as badly off as several other Mass- 
achusetts cities but as the disease is 
lere. nothing .but extreme care will 
prevent its spread. 
The school board 


has acted wisely in ordering the jan- 
itors to heat the schools. 
The only 


alternative for safety was to close 
them which as yet is not considered 
necessary. 


We have about 1000 cases in Lowell 


and with 169 reported in one day, the 
situation is liable to become serious 
it any time. The health authorities 
have a very grave responsibility in 
dealing with the local situation in a 
Draper manner. It' it be necessary to 
aar the soldiers from Camp Devens 
that step must be taken as their pres- 
ence here is regarded as liable to 
spread the disease. It is well as a 
precaution to avoid exposure to cold, 
eat plently of good nourishing food, 
breathe pure air and douche the throat 
and nasal passages with a mild anti- 
septic at least twice daily.

ST. PAUL, Minn.. Sept. 25.—Plans 


for the funeral service for Archbishop 
John Jreland are not certain as yei, 
the present state o£ uncertainty being 
due to messages expected' to be re- 
ceived here, from distinguished Cath- 
olic clergy in N'ew York who have at- 
tended the funeral of Cardinal Karley 
and who wish to pay last honors to 
the memory at "the beloved archbishop 
ot St. Paul.'The funeral arrangements 
therefore a:-e for the time being held 
in abeyance to await the convenience 
of the clersy now in New York. 


The last hour hours ot Archbishop 


Ireland were marked by the 
simple 


manner of his living and the religious 
fervor and earnestness of his ministry. 
The archbishops sister. Mother Su- 
perior Seraphine, 
Sister 
Rose, Fr. 


Thomas A. Welch, the archbishop's sec- 
retary; Vicar General J. C. Byrne and 
Bishop Joseph Busch ot St. Cloud were 
kneeling beside the bed. The prelate's 
sister had been In almost constant at- 
tendance for more than 72 hours. 


Shortly before he became uncon- 


scious Archbishop Ireland said: "Let 
me He out there with my people under 
the green sod of Calvary. 
It is my 


wish." 
There had been a thought of 


interment in a crypt in the c-thedrnl. 
Tentative plans for the funeral 
Indi- 


cate the body will lie in state at the 
cathedral on Tuesday and the funeral 
will take place on Wednesday morn- 
ing;. 
Arcliblshop Ireland's I,ife 


Archbishop Ireland was born in'ire- 


land in 1S3S. but was brought to this 
country as a child, first to Burlington. 
Vt., where he was an altar boy. 
He 


soon went with the family westward 
oh a prairie schooner, 
reaching 
St. 


Paul in 1SS2. when Indians in Colora- 
do/stalked the streets of the front: ir 
town. 


Young Ireland and Thomas O'Gor- 


man, who was to be bishop of Sioux 
Fall?, attracted the attention of 
the 


missionary. Cretin, Hrst bishop of St. 
Paul, who sent them to 'France to bo 
-educated for the 
priesthood by the 


"Marist fathers. Ireland was ordained 
at. St. Paul,' but the Civil war broke 
out and he promptly became chaplain 
of the 5th Minnesota. 


In this post he did notable service 


both .as a soldier's pastor and as a very 
.material aid in getting ammunition for- 
ward when it was sadly needed. 
lie 


was down with fever after less than a 
year and returned to a pastorate in St 
Paul, then filled with 
border turbu- 


lence and a riot of drink. 
The young 


priest plunged at once into a temper- 
ance campaign that was highly suc- 
cessful. 
His zeal and energy carried 


him afar and earned the sobriquet of 
'Consecrated Blizzard." 


At one time he conceived the idea of 


consolidating the Catholic and paro- 
chial schools and the public schools. 
The plan was tried at Faribault and 
Stillwater, Minn., but friction 
which 


the archbishop could not relieve arose 
ant! the scheme was dropped. He was 
the founder of the Hill seminary on 
the Minnesota side of the 
Mississippi 


Tivrr. 
To this' he rjave 
his 
highly- 


prized private library, one of the most 
comprehensive in the northwest. 
One 


of his «arly works was the founding 
of a colony of 900 Catholic farmers in 
western Minnesota in 1S7G. 


He became bishop m 1S75 and arch- 


bishop in 1SS6. He received support 
from many of his admirers 
for 
ap- 


pointment as the fourth American car- 
dinal. Celebrating his golden jubilee 
a few years ago,, the priests of his 
diocese presented him a purse of $100- 
000. 


As a speaker. 
Archbishop Ireland 


was direct and magnetic, with a sense 
of humor. 


Archbishop Ireland's strong Ameri- 


.canisrn, flrst put to the test when the 
Civil war 
began, was 
manifested 


afresh when the United States entered 
the world conflict. No sooner had con- 
gress formally declared war on Ger- 
many, than the archbishop called upon 
people of his faith to remember that 
they were Americans above all other 
ties and declared it their duty to help 
in every way. Later when occasion de- 
manded, he advocated 
purchases 
of 


Liberty bonds and contributions to the 
Red Cross and to various relief funds. 


It was in lino with his course in an 


earlier controversy, over a project to 
have German parishes where German 
was to he ordered as the language to 
be used, and which he successfully 
combated at Rome. 


"The mass of 
our 
Catholics 
are 


Americans," he argued, "they 
resent 


any attempt to make them Irishmen or 
German or any other kind of foreign- 
er. The bishops of America are fully 
able to ward off any foreign invasion 
in the church and to maintain it on 
thoroughly American lines." 


As a monument to Archbishop Ire- 


land stands the beautiful cathedral ol 
St. Paul on the brow of St. Anthony 
Hill. 
It overlooks the valley of the 


Mississippi and the thriving city whose 
growth from a rough pioneer trading 
post synchronized with the attainment 
of fame by its founder.

The total is for $6,000.- 
000,000 and the rate of interest 4-4 
per cent to run for 20 years, maturing 
October 15, 193S, although the govern- 
ment reserves the right to redeem the 
bonds on or after October 15.

.to men and women who are earnin, 
high wages as a result of the war. 
Although 
18,000,000 Americans 
sub- 


scribed for the last Liberty Loan, only 
-22,500 of these. Including corporations, 
'bought bonds in excess of $10,000. It 
is expected that in the present drive 
'the number of heavy subscribers will 
"Be greatly increased. 
The fact that 


•congress is to raise the limit of these 
bonds to be exempt from taxation, 
will probably result in a considerable 
increase in the number, of large sub- 
scriptions as well as in their individ- 
ual amounts. 


To the -question as to what argu- 


ments are needed to promote the drive. 
.Mr. McAdpo simply answered, "Persh- 
ing and our heroes in France." 
That 


Js all sufficient, but if any more were 
heeded, they can be presented with 
unlimited force. 
Money is needed to 


.win. the war, to vindicate our rights 
and the rights of humanity invaded by 
.Germany and to maintain the vast un- 
.dertakings .now 
entered 
upon 
and 


without which we cannot do what we 
have promised, nor make the world 
safe for democracy. 


"When this war is ended as we pur- 


pose, .liberty will be extended to sub- 
ject peoples,-militarism .will no longer 
be supreme in Germany and the Ho- 
henzollerns. will be swept into oblivion, 
to have no successors who will hold 
despotic sway over the German people. 


To the United States will redound 


much of the glory of winning this war 
as without our intervention, Germany 
might have reached 
Paris, 
or 
the 


channel, and such victories would have 
enabled her to dictate the terms of 
peace. 
The United 'states, however, 


has reversed the situation, has infused 
a new spirit into the allied armies 
.and' has won victories that have al- 
ready written the doom of Germany 
in letters so plain that it is impossible 
for the camouflage artists of Berlin 
-to conceal them from the misguided 
people of the central powers.

over, much of the money expended is 
for great shipyards, docks and

possible exception. That this money 
is absolutely essential to the mainten- 
ance of the war is beyond question, 
and another consideration, one that 
should not be lost sight of is, that if 
TJncle Sam cannot borrow the money 
he asks for, he will simply use his 
power to levy taxes ana then call 
around and take it. 


The investment pays good interest 


Unfortunately 
there are some sharks abroad in the 
land who are trying to induce the 
holders of Liberty bonds to part with 
them for other securities.

Yes, money fights! It is necessary to 
victcry and the government asks oniy 
what it needs to carry out the splendid 
program for ending the war which Has

trol or affairs which would be regiiirced 
as entirely beyond the jurisdiction of 
[he government in times of peace. Sj 
successful

been in many of the cases in which it 
is f.pplled, that we may expect here- 
after to find it much more freely ex- 
ercised than would be tolerated before 
the war. 


Whether in contruing the federal 


constitution or the state constitutions, 
the courts are recognizing the ten- 
dency of the times and taking a more 
liberal view of the extent to which 
the government may legally interfere 
in the affairs of the people. 


The supreme court of Massachusetts 


recognizes the legality of the minimum 
wage law and this decision will prob- 
ably be used as a precedent to justify 
others or a similar kind but bearing 
upon widely 
different 
matters. 
To 


some it might appear that our consti- 
tution has become a little more elastic 
than it has been; but rather is it 
that the courts are beginning to con- 
strue it less literally than in the past. 


CAN'T BAN CHILDREN 


In the city of New York an ordi- 


nance is • proposed that would impose 
a penalty on the owners of tenement 
property who refuse to rent it to fam- 
ilies having children. It is true, that 
children damage such property more 
than would persons of adult age, but 
the owners -can insist that they shall 
be compensated for any'damage due 
to carelessness or malicious mischief. 
With some people the objection ij, 
that the children make too much noise 
and are a source of trouble. 
"Where 


these objectives are carried to ex- 
tremes, it is necessary that the gov- 
ernment should interfere, so that chil- 
dren shall not be barred from suitable 
homes and that there shall be no dis- 
crimination against the families hav- 
ing a.number of -good healthy boys 
and girls. 


We are. all acquainted with people 


who arc disposed to look with con- 
tempt or disgust upon" the urchins they 
see playing around the streets of the 
congested districts. 
On these streets 


the children romp and roll, and jump 
and run and shout in play, but all 
this must be expected of children. 
They must be allowed to exist and 
to play somewhere. 
Furthermore, it 


is a patriotic duty to protect them 
and see that they are provided with 
comfortable and sanitary homes. 


When the draft law was put into 


'orce and young men were obliged to 
register 
for 
military 
service, there 


was 
no 
question 
asked as to the 


streets on which they 
lived. 
The 


)oys from Davidson street and Mar- 
ket street and William street were as 
eligible for military 
duty 
as 
were, 


those of the finest residential districts, 
and they will probably make quite as 


ood soldiers as the latter. As a rule, 
.he boys who are brought up in rough 
environment show a degree of cour- 
age and endurance 
that 
is 
rarely 


found in those that come from lux- 
urious homes. 


This war has taught us the value 


of children, the necessity of protect- 
ing them and training them up to be 
loyal and patriotic citizens. The child 
of poor parents will have to bear the 
same responsibility and to meet the 
same patriotic obligations as will the 
most independently rich, and where 
numbers are of importance, it is nec- 
essary that there should be no dis- 
crimination. The people are not dis- 
posed to tolerate discrimination against 
families with children; and the pro- 
posed New 1'ork law, if constitutional, 
may be widely copied over the country. 


INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC 


The influenza epidemic is not abatr 


ing throughout the state and if we 
ire to judge from 
the 
number 
of 


leaths at Camp Devens 
and 
else- 


where, it is certainly the most malig- 
iaiu form of grippe that ever visited 
this country. 


Sixty-six deaths at the Ayer camp 


within 24 hours show the serious sit- 
lation there. The epidemic has also 
itruck some cities very severely and 
the scarcity of nurses and the inability 
of the hospitals lo handle all the 
cases have handicapped the health au- 
ihorities in fighting the disease. As a 
-esult a proclamation has been issued 
from the governor's office 
appealing 


to the public to adopt all possible 
precautionary measures 
against 
the 


disease. It is also requested that the 
fuel restrictions be Somewhat relaxed 
so that the people may not suffer from 
the cold. Nurses are badly ne«ded as 
:he number who have gone to UK 
war zone has left the hospitals short 
[landed. 
Locally, it appears, we arc 


not as badly off as several other Mass- 
ichusetts cities but as the disease is 
here, nothing but extreme care will 
prevent its spread. The school board 
has acted wisely in ordering the jan- 
itors to heat the schools. 
The only 


alternative for safety was to close 
them which as yet is not considered 
necessary. 


We have about 1000 cases in Ijowell 


and with 105 reported in one day. the 
iituation is liable to become serious 
at any time. 
The health authorities 


have a very grave responsibility in 
dealing with the local situation in a 
proper manner. If it be necessary to 
bar the soldiers from Camp Devens 
that step must be taken as their pres- 
ence here is regarded as liable to 
spread the disease. It is well as a 
precaution to avoid exposure to cold, 
eat plently of good nourishing food, 
breathe pure air and douche the throat 
and nasal passages with a mild anti-! 
septic at least twice daily. 


PRIMARY RESULTS 


The primaries, as usual in fall elec- 


tions, brought some unexpected results. 
One of these was the great victory 
won by Richard H. Long of Framing- 
ham, in the contest 
for democratic 


nomination for governor. 
The Long 


forces put up a very vigorous cam- 
paign in practically every part of the 
state, and in this they really outdid 
the fine organization in Boston and 
other cities that supported Col. Gaston. 
In Lowell the Long forces practically 
camped here last week, holding rallies 
almost every day. 


It appears that Mr. Long lias proved 


himself an effective organi/.er and a 
great vote getter. H he puts up as good a 
battle for the election in November, 
as hu has done for the nomination, 
he will probably be victorious. It was 
indeed a remarkable feat for a man 
who resides in Framingham to win a 
victory over such a splendid citizen 
and candidate as Col. William A. Gas- 
ton who, was backed by the Boston 
machine. 


It is to he hoped now that any 


little friction that was developed dur- 
ing the contest for nomination between 
Long and Gaston will be forgotten, so 
that there may be united action to 
secure the election of Mr. Long. 


The victory won by Congressman 


Gallivan and ex-Mayor John F. Fitz- 
gerald in Boston, is very significant 
as showing the temper of the people 
in regard to candidates against whom 
there is the slightest suspicion of dis- 
loyalty to the administration at Wash- 
ington.

It was stated yesterday that 
there were about 6000 cases ot sick- 
ness In camp, but the fact Is there are 
1000 less than that number. 


Medical officers go through the bar- 


racks dally, 
inspecting 
every 
man. 


The surgeons pick men out who are 
not well and have them taken cars of 
whether they wish It or not. 


Drastic steps to stamp out the epi- 


demic were taken yesterday. N"o more 
week-end passes will.be issued 
until 


further notice. 
This does not consti- 


tute a quarantine of the camp, but the 
medical officers want every man where 
he can be reached at once. It was also 
stated that the figures -Issued 
from 


Washington on the number of men 111 
here included those who were" not sick 
enough to go to the hospital.

received any mail from home, but for- 
tunately, several letters from friends 
reached mo and It. KOCH without Haymt;

sought for letters from you and the 
rest oi the family, begin to catch up 
with me. I shall receive my share. 
u hile I spoke in my last letter about 
oemg transferred 
to a classification 
camp, silll I did not explain just what

troops who in the states were in the 
denot brigade. 
Each and

through the discharges of the nose 
and mouth. . . . 


Do not expectorate 
(spit) 
unless 


the material used to catch .the ex- 
pectoration can be destroyed by burn- 
ing". 


Do not kiss. 
Do not swap handkerchiefs, towels, 


food, 
pipes, 
cigarettes, 
pencils, 
or 


other material that may be placed in 
the mouth. 


Do not sneeze or cough without 


covering the face with a cloth. 


Do not stay in the room with a 


patient sick with influenza. 
If, how- 


ever, compelled to remain in or eiuei 
the sick room, cover the nose and 
mouth "with four or six thicknesses 
of gauze. 
Keep several 
-of these 


gauze masks on hand and boil them 
several times daily. 


Do not put fingers into the month 


Wash 
tho hands 
frequently, 
espe- 


cially after handling those sick with 
disease.
